On  behalf  of  the  faculty  and  administrators  of  St.  Joseph's,  I  congratulate  the  Class  of  1995.  For  each 
graduate  here  today,  who  has  uniquely  arrived  at  the  point  of  completion  of  a  baccalaureate  degree, 
this  ceremony  celebrates  the  fulfillment  of  an  important  accomplishment  in  life. 

A  traditional  Wabanaki  Indian  tale  tells  of  four  people  who  make  a  journey  to  visit  the  powerful  an- 
cient being,  Gluskap,  who  does  many  things  to  make  the  earth  a  better  place.  Each  of  the  four  people 
has  a  wish  and  Gluskap  grants  these  wishes.  He  gives  each  one  a  pouch  and  tells  them  not  to  open 
them  until  they  are  in  their  own  lodges.  Three  of  the  wishes,  however,  are  selfish  ones  and  bring 
ironic  consequences.  Not  only  that,  the  first  three  people  are  so  eager  to  get  their  heart's  desire  that 
they  open  their  pouches  before  they  reach  their  dwellings. 

The  woman  who  wishes  to  be  taller  than  all  others  becomes  a  tree;  the  man  who  wishes  never  to  die 
becomes  a  stone;  the  one  who  wishes  to  have  more  possessions  than  anyone  else  receives  so  many 
things  that  her  canoe  sinks  and  she  drowns.  Only  the  fourth  person,  who  wishes  to  be  able  to  help  his 
people,  waits  until  he  is  in  his  lodge  before  looking  in  his  pouch.  It  is  empty,  but  when  he  opens  it, 
good  thoughts  come  into  his  mind  and  he  finds  within  his  own  heart  that  which  was  formerly  hidden 
from  him.  He  discovers  the  knowledge  needed  to  show  his  people  the  right  way  to  live. 

This  story  is  appropriate  for  this  occasion  because  it  is  our  hope  that  the  knowledge  you,  the  gradu- 
ating class,  have  acquired  at  St.  Joseph's  will  be  transformed  into  a  capacity  for  your  making  the 
world  a  better  place.  Eastern  religions  talk  about  "karma"  -  reaping  what  one  has  sown.  The  time  has 
come  for  you  to  reap  what  you  have  sown. 

At  St.  Joseph's,  you  have  been  exposed  to  the  conviction  that  human  existence  is  significant,  that 
life  essentially  makes  sense  in  spite  of  our  confusion,  that  we  are  not  here  on  earth  by  accident  but  for 
a  purpose,  and  that  whatever  that  individual  purpose  may  be,  it  demands  from  each  of  us  the  discov- 
ery of  our  own  identity  and  totality.  Every  true  teaching,  every  genuine  tradition,  has  sought  to  edu- 
cate its  students  to  become  followers  of  the  great  quest  for  one's  true  self. 

We  believe  every  person  is  a  potential  hero/heroine;  and  the  world  we  live  in  needs  our  heroism  as 
it  has  never  before  been  needed  in  human  memory.  Today,  it  is  not  so  much  the  terrible  things  that 
are  decimating  us  -  Bosnia,  Haiti,  Cherchyna,  homelessness,  crime,  violence,  -  because  somehow  we 
have  always  managed  to  survive  terrible  things.  It  is  rather  our  obsession  with  the  terrible  things,  our 
addiction  to  bad  news,  and  our  increasing  insensitivity  to  it  that  has  gotten  into  our  blood.  So  much  of 
the  news  we  hear,  see  and  read  is  so  sensational  and  on  such  a  grand  scale  that  evil  and  suffering 
cease  to  be  real  to  us.  The  world  (we)  need  to  believe  that  God  opens  up  possibilities  of  redemptive 
human  change.  But  possible  means  that  we  are  free  to  decide  against  such  change  and  go  on  with  life 
as  usual;  or,  we  can  choose  to  use  these  moments  to  point  us  in  the  direction  of  true  humanness. 

To  decipher  our  own  subconscious  symbols  and  beliefs,  to  unravel  the  real  meanings  behind  our 
nations,  and  to  witness  unblinkingly  the  parts  we  actually  play  in  our  society  and  world  exact  from  us 
the  courage  and  discernment  that  is  the  beginning  of  the  quest  for  heroism  for  which  we  are  created. 
The  contribution  we  can  make  to  this  age  is  an  image  of  life  in  which  our  technology,  our  work  and 
our  values  are  in  harmony  with  humankind's  hunger  for  freedom,  dignity,  and  unity. 

In  the  Wabanaki  Indian  tale,  the  person  who  was  most  fulfilled  received,  something  not  material, 
but  the  knowledge  to  bring  about  a  better  world,  and  he  found  this,  not  in  his  pouch,  but  in  his  heart  - 
that  sacred  place  within  each  of  us  that  is  true  and  whole  and  provides  good  guidance  when  needed. 
Our  hope  is  that  you  too  make  the  right  wishes  in  life  and  remember  that  the  true  treasure  is  the 
knowledge  found  in  your  own  heart.  We  also  hope  your  "pouches"  will  soon  be  full.

Recently,  at  the  Faculty  Meeting  in  Patchogue,  Sister 
Jean  Marie  Amore  shared  with  faculty  and  administra- 
tors that  in  response  to  a  request  from  the  Sisters  of  St. 
Joseph,  she  will  resign  as  Academic  Dean,  effective  in 
June. 

As  many  of  you  know,  in  1990,  Sister  Jean  was  elected 
as  General  Councillor  of  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph.  In  Au- 
gust 1994,  she  was  re-elected  for  a  six  year  term.  Until 
now,  she  has  given  every  Tuesday  and  additional  per- 
sonal time  to  Congregational  administration.  For  the 
next  five  years,  the  administrative  role  will  be  full-time. 
She  has  therefore  concluded  that  it  will  no  longer  be 
possible  for  her  to  continue  as  Academic  Dean,  College 
of  Arts  and  Sciences,  Suffolk  Campus.

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The  torch  was  passed  in  the  sum- 
mer of  1994.  After  hearing  about  the 
legendary  rock  festival  from  their  par- 
ents for  years,  a  new  generation 
seized  the  opportunity  to  create  their 
own  Woodstock.  And  Woodstock  '94 
was  born.  Several  hundred  thousands 
people  arrived  at  Saugerties,  N.Y.  for 
Woodstock  '94.  From  folk  music  to 
heavy  metal,  the  weekend  concert 
was  filled  with  music  almost  24-hours 
a  day. 


Tropical  Storm  Alberto  hit  the 
South,  and  the  Georgia  floods  made 
history.  The  storm  unloaded  more 
than  20  inches  of  rain  and  caused 
flooding  that  killed  31  people.  For- 
ty-nine counties  were  declared  fed- 
eral disaster  areas  and  about  46,000 
people  were  driven  from  their 
homes.  In  Albany,  30,000  people 
were  evacuated  and  9,200  houses 
and  apartments  were  damaged  or 
destroyed. 


The  Baseball  Season  ended  early  in  1994. 
The  players  went  on  strike  in  August  and  a 
month  later  the  owners  voted  to  cancel  the 
remainder  of  the  regular  season,  including 
the  playoffs  and  the  World  Series.  It  was  the 
eighth  strike  in  23  seasons.  The  dispute  cen- 
tered on  the  owners'  demand  to  create  cost 
controls  through  a  salary  cap.  The  players 
wouldn't  accept  it  and  went  on  strike.  It  was 
the  first  time  since  1904  that  the  World  Se- 
ries, which  had  survived  world  wars  and  an 
earthquake  since  its  inception  in  1903,  was 
not  played. 


The  1994  World  Cup  soccer  com- 
petition was  played  in  the  United 
States.  In  this  photo,  the  U.S.  team 
played  Brazil  but  lost  1-0  in  the  sec- 
ond round.  Brazil  advanced  to  the  fi- 
nals and  in  the  final  game,  it  was 
Brazil  vs.  Italy.  An  estimated  2  bil- 
lion people  worldwide  watched  Bra- 
zil battle  Italy  to  a  0-0  tie  for  120  min- 
utes at  the  final  game  played  in  the 
Rose  Bowl.  Brazil  won  3-2  in  a 
shootout. 
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President  Bill  Clinton  entered  1995  with 
hope  for  a  better  year.  Although  he  won  a 
significant  political  battle  with  the  Crime 
Bill,  he  lost  the  Health  Care  proposal  that 
he  battled  for  all  year.  The  48-year-old 
Democratic  president,  who  struggled  to  win 
an  up-hill  battle  against  incumbent  Presi- 
dent George  Bush  in  1992,  said  the  passage 
of  the  Health  Care  bill  was  his  most  impor- 
tant mission  as  president. 
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One  critic  called  their  music 
"pseudo  grunge",  but  Stone  Temple 
Pilots  didn't  let  that  bother  them. 
Even  while  previous  album  "Core" 
was  still  on  the  charts,  they  made 
it  to  the  Top  10  with  "Purple."  This 
San  Diego-based  group  can  crank 
it  out  with  some  sturdy  guitar 
work. 


National  health  care  legislation,  Presi- 
dent Clinton's  grandest  legislative  goal 
of  the  year,  failed  to  come  to  a  vote  in 
Congress  in  the  final  months  of  the  year. 
The  legislation  would  have  guaranteed 
medical  care  to  all  Americans.  It  stag- 
gered under  the  weight  of  withering  at- 
tacks from  Republicans  and  insurance 
interests  for  many  months.  President 
Clinton  and  other  Democrats  immedi- 
ately said  they  would  try  to  bring  health 
care  legislation  back  to  life  next  year. 


Refugees  fleeing  the  dictatorial  regime 
of  Fidel  Castro  were  refused  entry  into 
the  United  States.  President  Bill  Clinton 
ended  28  years  of  favored  treatment  for 
Cuban  refugees.  He  ordered  U.S.  ships  to 
intercept  those  fleeing  Cuba  by  boat  to 
detain  them  at  the  U.S.  Navy  base  in 
Guantanamo  Bay.  Castro  was  allowing 
the  refugees  to  leave  the  island  country 
and  tens  of  thousands  boarded  makeshift 
vessels  bound  for  Florida.  In  1980  Castro 
flooded  Florida  with  more  than  125,000 
Cubans.  It  was  known  as  the  Mariel  boat 
lift.

The  remaining  pages  of  this  bro- 
chure will  bring  the  proposed  Ath- 
letic Center  to  life  through  pic- 
tures of  similar  facilities  built  by 
Stanmar,  Inc.,  our  design/build 
company.  The  building  we  are 
planning  will  be  a  perfect  comple- 
ment to  the  Callahan  Library,  both 
architecturally  and  functionally. 
Through  this  construction  pro- 
gram, the  academic  and  recre- 
ational needs  of  the  whole  College 
family  will  be  addressed  and  an 
environment  for  the  total  develop- 
ment of  each  person  will  be  as- 


sured. Perhaps,  we  may  even 
reach  the  ideal  of  "a  sound  mind 
in  a  sound  body".

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History  of  Commencement  Robes 


What  suggests  the  future  more  than  the  sight  of  graduates  in  academic  robes? 

The  garb  is  an  ancient  one,  centuries  old  and  rich  in  meaning.  Academic  dress  is  traced  to  the 
robes  medieval  monks  wore  for  warmth  in  unhealed  monasteries.  The  hoods  on  today's  commence- 
ment robes  probably  originated  from  the  need  to  keep  tonsured  heads  warm.  Since  clergy  were  the 
literate  class  in  medieval  society,  they  became  associated  with  scholarship.  And  the  first  universities 
actually  grew  up  around  the  great  cathedrals  that  were  centers  for  ecclesiastical  education.  As  the 
universities  began  to  train  young  men  for  occupations  other  than  the  ecclesiastical,  such  as  law, 
some  students  probably  were  inclined  to  abandon  "monkish"  robes  for  more  worldly  garb. 

Possibly  in  reaction  to  this,  a  1321  statute  at  the  University  of  Coimbra  required  all  "Doctors, 
Licentiates,  and  Bachelors"  to  wear  gowns.  Other  statutes  during  the  second  half  of  the  14th  century 
forbid  "excess  in  apparel"  at  English  universities,  instead  directing'the  wearing  of  long  gowns.  This 
distinctive  dress  set  students  apart  from  other  citizens  in  university  towns,  fueling  the  historic  conflict 
between  "town  and  gown." 

Academic  dress  design  varies  among  European  institutions.  But  the  United  States  has  a  standardized 
code  of  academic  dress  authorized  by  the  American  Council  on  Education.  Because  of  this  code  we 
can  look  at  today's  commencements  and  know  the  wearer's  study  discipline,  degree  level  and  even 
what  institution  he  or  she  is  graduating  from. 

According  to  the  Academic  Costume  Code,  a  bachelor's  gown  is  worn  closed  with  long,  pointed 
sleeves.  A  master's  gown  is  worn  open,  with  long  sleeves  cut  to  hang  away  from  the  forearm  in 
an  oblong  shape.  Doctor's  gowns  can  be  worn  open  or  closed  and  may  be  trimmed  with  wide  velvet 
panels  running  down  the  gown's  front  and  velvet  bars  on  the  sleeves.  This  velvet  is  black  or  the 
color  of  the  wearer's  study  discipline.  Hoods,  if  used,  are  lined  in  the  college  or  university's  color 
and  bordered  with  a  color  that  indicates  the  wearer's  degree.

Thousands  of 
refugees,  fleeing  ethnic 
conflict  in  Rwanda,  die  of 
cholera,  dysentery,  and  other 
infectious  diseases.  Fresh 
water  supplied  by  the  United 
States  military  greatly 
reduces  the  number  of 
cholera  deaths. 


Palestine  Liberation 
Organization 
chairman  Yasir  Arafat 
returns  to  Palestine  in  July 
1994  after  27  years  of  exile  in 
Tunisia.  Arafat  kisses  the 
ground  in  the  Gaza  Strip,  now 
a  Palestinian  autonomous 
zone  under  the  terms  of  a 
1993  peace  accord  with 
Israel. 


Millions  of  South  Africans  travel  weary  hours  and  wait  in 
mile-long  lines  to  vote  in  the  first  all-race  elections. 
After  more  than  a  century  of  white  rule,  the  voters 
choose  former  political  prisoner  Nelson  Mandela  to  preside 
over  the  dismantling  of  apartheid.

Thousands  of  Cubans  flee  their  economically  depressed 
homeland,  hoping  for  a  better  life  in  America.  Many  set 
off  on  homemade  rafts  and  other  small  vessels  only  to 
be  intercepted  by  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard.  The  United  States  and 
Cuba  reach  an  agreement  in  September  that  allows  20.000

The  Flint  River  overflows,  washing  coffins  out  of  a  Georgia 
cemetery  after  torrential  rains  from  tropical  storm  Alberto 
flood  Georgia  and  the  Florida-Alabama  panhandle. 
Thirty-two  people  die,  40,000  are  temporarily  homeless,  and 
10,000  square  miles  are  underwater,  causing  $100  million  in 
crop  damage. 

Former  football  star 
O.J.  Simpson  is 
charged  with  the 
June  12th  stabbing  death  of 
his  ex-wife  Nicole  and  her 
friend  Ronald  Goldman, 
causing  a  non-stop  media 
avalanche.
